Dear Mr. Lars Olson: 

I am filing this Petition to Revive Abandonment for patent 10/679,534 in response to your letter 
signed 6/1 1/07. I have tried to file this petition online through the USPTO web site but the 
patent number is not recognized and the interactive form will not allow me to proceed. 
Searching the USPTO web site I did find a document providing the following information and 
action required and I called the USPTO Petitions Information at (571) 272-3282 to confirm the 
price of the petition: 

1 . In accordance with this please find the attached check for $750. Note that I take strong 
exception to this as the USPTO created this situation. My patent has accepted claims and 
should have been issued under those claims which is what I expressly requested. I was never 
provided this option and the present situation was created by the USPTO. 

2. I was unaware that my response of January 29, 2007 was late. I filed an earlier response on 
November 6, 2006 which was not considered because the proposed amendment to patent 
claims "raised new issues that would require further consideration". The USPTO response 
stating this was signed on December 5, 2006. I believed I had 3-months from December 5, 
2006 to file my response and did speak with the patent examiner after receiving the letter to 
chart a course for obtaining a patent with the claims that were already accepted for this 
patent. 

3. In response to the outstanding office action I wish to move forward with the patent by 
withdrawing the claims that require further consideration and issuing a patent on the claims 
that have already been accepted. 

The accepted claims are one independent claim and one dependent claim provided below: 

12. A hull for conveyance across a fluid compromising: (previously added) 

13. A central hull with a buoyant forward section (previously added) 

A outboard chines which extend below said central hull providing a means to trap air, 

water, or a mixture of air and water, or a mixture of air and water providing lift to the hull 

(previously added) 

B said outboard chines provide buoyancy to the hull (previously added) 

C said outboard chines are designed as a means to house water jets or other propulsion 
drives (previously added) 
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D The hull in claim 12 wherein said outboard chines are designed as a means to produce 



The following attachment has all of the claims as previously provided with updated status 
identifiers. Claims 12 and 13 are listed as "previously added" and all other claims are listed as 
"canceled" since the status identifier "withdrawn" was not well received last time. Also, Claim 
13 is now a single sentence. I apologize for the mistake, please bear in mind that this is a pro-se 
application. Please find the claims with status identifies attached on separate sheets of paper as 
required. 

From our phone conversation on July 19, 2007 you stated definitively that this is a valid patent 
and that the USPTO had made mistakes.
